An Insurance User is an individual who is employed by an insurance company (or
organization classified as an insurance company) and needs access to immunization
information. The primary purpose of this access level is to view immunization data to be used

for insurance reporting.

Patient Search
The patient search screen is the first screen displayed after logging in. The most
efficient way to conduct a patient search is to use the first three letters of the legal first name

the date of birth (DOB).

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When conducting a patient search, there is a possibility that the patient is not in the

registry. In this case it may be necessary to add the patient to the registry. Please see the “New
Patient” section of this manual for guidelines and instructions on how to correctly add a new
patient to the registry.

When conducting a patient search, there is also the possibility that duplicate patient
records exist. This happens when a patient has been entered into the registry twice
unintentionally. In this case it is necessary to submit both records to be merged. Please see the
“Duplicate Patients” section of this manual for instructions on how to correctly submit two
patient records to be merged.

Vaccine Forecaster

The vaccine forecaster is a tool that is used to see where a patient stands at that moment
in time as compared to the ACIP recommendations. This document displays all vaccines
entered in IMMPRINT. The valid vaccines are black in color. The invalid vaccines are red in
color and also show reasons for the invalidity. This document also displays recommendations
for vaccinations that are currently due and approaching in the future. This tool is designed to
aid the clinician in the practice of administering vaccines but does not take the place of the

licensed physician’s knowledge and experience. This is an excerpt from a vaccine forecaster.
